if not absolutely to grief, through the 
extraordinary Mtempt at diplomacy on 
the part of Mr. Walkem and his mas- 
ters. Those who have read attentive- 
ly Mr. Mackenzie's speech will see 
that this riovmcG was in no position 
to insultingly repel a proper advance 
for reiisoimble negotiations — or, in 
other words, that British Columbia has 
not got quite such a good thing in the 
old, impoHwiblo Terras as some would 
lead her to imagine. InhoncHt truth, 
there are not altogether wanting rea- 
rons why British Columbia, as well as 
Canada, should desire to como under 
the provisions of a new and workable 
treaty. Nay more; it seems open to 
question whether the old Tormn game 
isn't more into Canada's hand than 
ours. Mr. Mackenzie made an honest 
advance and a reasonable proposal. Ho 
asked for more time. Every thinking 
person must have known that an ex- 
tension of time was essential, inevita- 
ble. He intimated 'willingness to make 
certain valuable concessions in return 
for a time relaxation. These conces- 
■ions vrere to build a railway and tele- 
graph on Vancouverlsland immediate- 
ly; to build a waggon-road and tele- 
graph on the Mainland from the sea- 
board to the Bocky Mountains at once; 
and to make a bona lide commence- 
ment of railway construction beyond 
the Cascadef. next year, spending there- 
on not Icaa than :i million and a half , Q 
»nnuall\. Such vras ihu propo.sal niado | 
to tho local Ciovoi nmeiit tlirough ii du- 
ly accredited agent. Bill, instead of ro. 
ceiviug and tionting it with that con- 
gideration to which its intrinsic impor- 
tance and the Bourco from whicii it 
emanated clearly entitled it, Mr. 
Walkem absolutely refused to lay it be- 
fore the Goverunient at all, and inso- 
lently questioned the honesty of "Mv. 
Mackenzie and the bona fides of his 
agent! And now, wliat has Britinh 
Columbia to expect at the Imuds of Mr. 
Mackenzie? She has refused to nego- 
tiate or treat with him, and, Sliylock- 
like, she demands tho (iillillineiit of tlic 
Bond. It will bo well if the par.illcl is 
curried no further— if'slio is not brought 
to her kneen .suini; for tho very terms slio 
has insultingly rejected. In common 
jastice, however, Mr. Mackenzie should 
diaoriminate between the acts of British 
Oolumbia and those of tho men whom ac- 
cident has for the nonce placed in a potiition 
to do so mnob mischiol. . In a strictly 
literal and constitntional sense, ha hiiA 
undoubtedly a right to regard tho acts of 
those men as tho nc^tsof British Columbia.

Tho questions which have been" before 
tho Court 051. those AOts are" of'consider- 

ablo importance. The first was on tho 
coustructiou of tho term real estate in tho 
original Act. Tho Act mudo improve- 
ments real estate, aodttheii^Bessor asses- 
sed tho improvementt edparatoly from 
iho laud. The conseqttenoef:woro that in 
many inatanees the leaseholders was as- 
sessed as well as owners of the land, as 
tho Government took no steps to ooUeot 
the taxes, which ought to have boon done 
by distress, and now tho Governinont 
seek to assess tho owners of tho laud f or 
the unpaid taxes due on tho improvo- 
mouts, although.all taxes on the land 
)kavo been paid!, ! pn,tUiBpQmt the judg- 
ment of the Court is that the improvo- 
monts nlono and owners thereof aro li- 
able for taxes and not tlioland or tho own- 
ers thereof. Tho other i)oint carried 
was this: Whether purchasers of land 
Bubsequont to tho year 18GG wore liabls 
for taxes thou duo, theoxistonce of whioh 
they wore ignorant of. It was argued 
that as tho Tax 8alo Kopcal Ordinance 
made it comi)ulsory on the Govorumout 
to regi.stor all taxes duo, and tho taxes 
so due and registorwl wore to bo publish- 
ed for three cousconlivt) moutlis in tho 
Gororiiihont Gazette, that before tha Gaz- 
ette oould bn treated as notice to subse- 
quent purchasers, it must l)o shown that 
the taxes had been registered against the 
land. This, undoubtedly, had not boon 
dono; and it was further contended that 
tho Gazette nlono was not ovidenco unless 
made so by statute, which had not been 
(lone in this case; and, furllior, the Laud 
liegiatry Acts distinctly enacted that no 
charge was notice unless rogist'.'red. On 
tluH point tho Court rulod that under tha 
Tax tialo Act, 187-1, any purchaser who 
coutd prove that he was purchaser for 
valuable consideration subsequent to 
180(3, und was ignorant of any taxes be- 
ing duo on tho laud bouglit, could call 
on the Kcgistrar to cancel all tajos ap- 
pearing against tho land. 

The 3d jioiLtwas, that by the trno con- 
struction of the Statute, 1874, all taxes 
paid in rsspeot of land for the year 1866, 
although prior taxes were alleged to be 
duo by tho Treasury, such payment dis- 
charged tho prior taxes. On tliis point the 
Court made some sovero remarks on the 
course pursued by the Treasury, for it ap- 
peared in evidence uncontradiotod that 
the 'Ireasurer had ingtructod tho clerk to 
give to any person applying, verbal in- 
formation on the subject, but not any 
written certilicates. Tho consequence 
was that the Registrar-General refused to 
receive this statement as evidence, and 
would not relieve tho land from the tax 
registered. Tho Treasurer by so acting 
practically rendered tho statute a nulity, 
for it would ba iv matter of imposstbiliiy 
in most oasos for tho persous to ilnd tho 
i receipts for taxes paid, and tho Treasury 
I books are now the only record- It m.ay he

MT' Butister^s Speeob on th6 
Tariff . 

. [Olliwii, May Wib, isTi.') , ^ • - ; 
Mr. Bunptor'riioVed conourronoo in Ihp 
first report offchoHolect Committee on th?i 
Briti.ih Columbia tariff. The tiuostion 
which wo from British Columbia ask tho 
Govornment toconsider to day is acknow- 
ledge in that Province to ba thi; uoH in 
importiuu-e to tho building of the Canad- 
ian I'aoiiiolJailroad, for upon its soluaton 
depends.tho welfare or ruin of many in 
our par.t„of the Dominion. I have no 
hesitatiou in saying that if thisiHonse 
does not grant to tho farmers of British 
Coliiiubia aomo protection it will causo 
tho ruin uf many uettlora, prevent tho sct- 
tlomout of tho country, and do everything 
to the advantage not of British Columbia 
or Canada but the United States of Amer- 
ica. (hear,.hear.) It is a question whe- 
ther -we shall 'oricourago jiroduction and 
settlomont in our own country or in tbat 
of i\ foreign power. If this House will to- 
day recommend tho^Government to giant 
protection to our farmers and productive 
iuterostSjit <.yill maintain the progress and 
sucooss of ourprod^otitie intorostB,«noonv- 
aga settlaroojBiJ tnthput . any additional 
loss to tho country, that is to say tho peo- 
plo of i.f British Columbia would havo 
just as much to pay under protootiou as 
as they have now, but it will give confi- 
dnnco to tho farmer that ho will at least 
have a homo market instead of being, os 
at prosont, Hoodod •with Amencan pro- 
dudo, and will give more oonfideuce to 
our mannfaetnrers that they will bo ablo 
to dispose of their goods to the actual cot- 
tiers of the country. Sir, let it over bo re- 
membered that British Columbia has to 
make horself a country. Hlio has to d«- 
IKmd on tbo exertions of hor own people 
for progross— tho people have to m ikotho 
country. Knowing this, it would bo 
madness so to legislate as to destroy tho 
productive interests, for that would ho 
equivalent to depopulating the Province. 
It depends upon this Housq to-day tossy 
whether they will depo|)ulate tho agricul- 
tural districts of British Coluinbia or 
whether they will legislate so as to en- 
courago the further settlement of our lands 
and tho advancement of other productive 
enterprises. The people of British Col- 
umbia have to make a country. When wo 
look around thiscountry welind it mostly 
covered with wood. Other countries, now 
gardens, were ages past in a similar con- 
dition. Wo have to remove those forests 
und roniove the trees and stumps, oonvert 
tho land into prarrio and render it fit for 
more -vaiuable prod notion. Bomember, 
this ia enriching tho country, making 
money for tho country; for lavery aero 
thus redeemed from the forest is capable 
of and will produce forty dollars an- 
nually — forty dollars annually, created, 
luiil thoroforo equivalent to gaining for 
tho I'roviiico hftv dollars annually, 'which 
will bo employed for other purposes in 
the Province. I have said 1 aoro.bnt when 
wo grasped tho fact that wo havo thou- 
Kands of nuo'j acro3 v.'o coraj to tho cov.- 
^htsion tbat ti ol;iud.-j i.rfe c.'.pable of prc>- 
dnoing h-.mdvjds of thousands rf doJiavs 
annually. Bemcratter, die ostabUBhuient 
of an agriculturo induaU'y requires just 
as much encouragomontinanew country, 
aB ostablibhment of any other. In a now 
country people pay a heavy duty upon 
manufactures, clothes, boots, etc., 
for tho cneoiuagement of those 
iudustrios in tho conntjiy. 
Sir, I have said to clear the land requires 
Capital, the capital employed in tho labor 
the mu8cle,boue and sinew of tho poor 
man. (Hear, hear.) IJe clears the land, 
he iloos what tho Government cannot do 
— he enriches tho conntrv. t^uroly ho is 
entitled to interest on liis capital, from 
which the country receives immonso 
benelit, lUiinombor, tho settler is poor. 
Ho has nothing but tiis strjngth, and 
with this ho cau oleur but fow acres an- 
nually .the labor is hard, the progress s^ow, 
and this will account for tho fact that 
agricultural production increases very 
slowly in a wooded country. It is folly 
to sujjposo that rich men will expend 
their capital in clearing land — thoy can 
invest it to bo better advantage. But, 
sir, whether a man invests his capital — 
let that bo money, or muscle, or labor — 
ill agricultural pursuits or manufactur- 
ing industries, lie will expect to bo ablo 
to soli his produce to advantage. No 
man, poor or rich, will clear the laiid,will 
make it productive and a sourco of wealth 
to the country, if ho cannot sell his pro- 
ducts and make a living. I am qnite oor- 
taiu that without customs duties on agri- 
cnltural production no settler can sell to 
advantage his product, for tho traders 
from California and Oregon wdl flood our 
niarkoto when Ihny cannot find a market 
in Euroiio,and therefore to deny tho ac- 
tual settlor tho protection asked for will 
bo to prevent sotllumont, prevent the 
clearing of land, prevent its being a 
source of wealth to tho country — will 
presorvp it iis a foreit, nay more, I believe 
that many Holtlcr.-i that havo cleared land 
will quit, and that which is now a gar 
lU'ii will biH'omo aj^'ain .a forest. (Cheers.) 
The duty upon agricnltural |noduco ia as 
much a guarantee to tho bootmaker as it 
is to tho farmer that bis ca|)ital is well in- 
vosted. If wo adhere to tho prosont tar- 
ilT,wliii'li :idinitHall agricuUural products 
free of duty without c'ic'eptioii, tho Pro- 
vincit will bo supplied with American 
produce and our own fanners havo to l)e;,' 
of llio merchants to ])urcliasc theirs. 1 
am certain thiii huoIi a state of things 
will bo brought about, because si;oh was 
tho case during the days of Free Trade 
policy. Merchaiili did Uion rather trado 
with foreigner.') than with our own peo- 
ple, and by doing so disgusted tho far- 
mers with free trade and thoy caused its 
abolition. Wood lands in Oregon aro 
notclearoil for . agricultural purposes. 
The Orcgott..facmer cau ^employ labor- 
saving machines. Small farmers in Bri 
tish Columbia cannot afl'ord to do so, 
even if a stumpy farm were lit for tbo 
purpose. Wo all know that under tho 
farilV, soltloment ami production made 
great strides, and wo equally well know 
that undor IruD trade thoy made no pro- 
gress at all. Undoubtedly it was owing 
to the tariff, The farmers woro satisfiod 
undor tbo protcotion and aro disaati.'jfled 
now. (Olioers.) Let it over bo rcmom- 
borod that wo wuro not jiarl or parcel of 
tho Dominion wlien tho present tnritT 
was framed, and ovon to day wo havo no 
Toioo in the changing or altering of tho 
tarilTs, haTinglUp meniber from British 
Columbia in tho Exooutivo Council to ask 
for anything in our intoroHts or to advise 
tho Hon. Mini.'iter of I'lnnm'o, aa was 
clearly shq,wn by tho budget that ho 
brought down; for every item in it 1 can 
say without fear of coutradiotion was 
against tho interest of that Provinco and 
not pno in its favor,honco tho ronson, sir, 
that I think tho North West ought to bo 
represented in the Exocutivo Council 
Ik u"0 in (Ottawa. The dialanoo we aro

any Qoyerument to get proper informa- 
tion about that far oiT conntry withont 
having soijio one here that can 'give it to 
them. Jl'ha differonco between tho old 
British Columbian <■ iOfand tho'C'nuadian 
is that the British Columbinn taritT iin- 
posos duties on agricultural produce— 
uery hoary ou spirits.tobacoo, opium and 
f ice. In othor ro.-pocta tlio duties im- 
posed were far more favorable to tho ac- 
tual Bettler.as niiningaoda^rioultnral nia- 
ohinsry were allowed to oomo in free of 
duty, and thus assi-it tho actual settler to 
produoo ia the iutorost of this Dominion 
and his own smiling fields of golden 
corn, I will her* inform tha House tbat 
it iH much easier to truuaport tbingsfrom 
foroiga ports to BritisL Columbia than it 
is to transport them from one part of tho 
colony to another part;becau8e wo havo 
no roads. .Surely it will bo hotter to put 
on duties until roads havo boon built, 
than to ruin those who ought to be par- 
nianont producers. (Hoar, hear.) I 
think I havo now shown duties upon ag- 
ricultural produco to ba desirable and 
ueoesaary, and^that •such ought to be 
granted. It will in no way decrease the 
rovonuo, but, on tho other hand, will in- 
oreaso tho aamo. As the Ooverument has 
already a stall of Cuatoni House olllcers 
in tlio Province, it will bo no oxtra ci- 
ponao to collect whatever tliey may soo 
lit to pi;t on as a tariff on produco. It 
was used aa a strong argumont in favor 
of British Columbia adopting t&e Cana- 
dian tarilT that it woidd bo porrannent, 
and not liable to chaugos. We then had 
protection under tho Canndinn larilT. 
yuoh, however, is not tlio caso now, bc- 
causo changes arp. niada annually in the 
tariff by the Governmaat, and tho last 
change which the Finunoe Minister an- 
nounced tho other dayjliad no roforonco 
whatever to granting ' protection to tho 
farmors of British Columbia ns I havo al- 
ready shown to this Hoii.'io; in fact, I am 
inolined to bolievo that when Iho chnngo 
was inftile,that the provinco was iievor 
once thought of, not haring anyone from 
that Provinco in the Csvbinet, Ihis^ Mr. 
Speaker, is good graunJ for me to as- 
snuio that our rights did not roceivo that 
consideration to whioh wo aro justly en- 
titled, from tho distance wo aro away from 
tho Capital. and from the vory little know- 
ledga tho Government have of our conn- 
try ; honco our interests are totally nog- 
locted. I think I have shown that this is 
a question not as between two tariffs, but 
as between tho ruin or welfare of the 
moat important ptoduoiug interests of the 
ooantry— -between tho sflttle men t or do- 
popiilation of onr lands— between immi- 
gration and omigratioa — between pro- 
gross and retrogression— belwoen happi- 
ness and discontent— between loyalty 
and th« rovarao — betwoun tho foroat and 
tho garden— between tho riches and 
poverty of the country— between rising 
and dsstruction. I sincerely trust this 
House will grant tho report of tho Com- 
mittoo, on which, allow me horo to ro- 
rnark,thoy have taken a gren.t deal of li:ne 
sndniiod a thongbtfu!n38B S!»ldo.Ti he- 
r.towedon meaiiiir-)? nmu to n 0'>ijimittea, 
for which J thank tli-:im c n l.elvdf of the 
people of 'British Coli;mb:ii. r,'! fvcrr 
Moraber of this Hcubo conli i'r. ate hi'- 
raito towards making the gloo.ny foro.st 
into bright and tortile plain- tbo honias 
of anuiiiero'is, thrifty and well-to-do ru- 
ral population; and I trust that oftoh nnd 
overy one will giro a holpiug hand "to 
make British Columbia H noblo conntrv 
and axiiinportant part of tlio Doiniaiou.

would stay on hor stomaoh. Dr. Bebier 
porformoa tho operation in the presonco 
uf ft number of alndeuts, to whom ho aftor- 
wiird.s PX])hiinod tho prineii)lc.s by wliich 
ho Lad boon guid«d. Ho Kuiil it wan 
highly important tho blood to bo injcotod 
hhoukl bo jmro and in its natural stntu, 
withont bomg deprived of its jibrine or 
allowed to oool.
